He faces a maximum prison 
term of seven years and a 83,000 
fine. 
Meath-Old Daughter 
A veteran of 15 years Army 
service. Schmits was arrested on 
Feb. 5 and charged with assault 
and battery on his month-old 
daughter, Marta. 
His arrest stemmed from com­ 
plaints brought by authorities in 
Lower 
Bucks County 
Hospital 


where Marta had been treated 
for a series of injuries. 


During his trial. Schmitz repudi­ 
ated the confession he had made 
to police in which he admitted 
striking the child on the head 
with a handle of a hammer and 
placing the baby’s foot under hot 
running water. 


Schmitz later testified that he 
made the confession to protect 
his wife, whom he said was ill. 
The injuries to his daughter, he 
said, really occurred as the re­ 
sult of accidents around the home. 
Schmitz showed no emotion as 
he was grilled for nearly two 
days by Assistant District Attor­ 
ney Ward Clark. Some court of- 
finals called the case erne of the 
most “bizarre" in their experi­ 
ence. 
At the end of the trial. Judge 
Biester said that the fact that 
Schmitz confessed to “such 


heinous crime and then recanted 
it," made his testimony unbe­ 
lievable.

The nine-man medical team at­ 
tending Gaitskell used an artificial 
kidney Friday in an attempt lo 
drain poisons from his body. but 
the strain of weeks of ‘blet* 
proved too much f o r H H H I 
burdened heart Several persons 
offered to donate a kidney sftheir 
own for GaitskeU if it would help. 
“Mr. Gaitskell’s heart condition 
dotarisrated suddenly and he died 


peacefully,” a hospital statement 
said. 
Treated For Infection 
The Laborite leader had been 
treated late last year for the vi­ 
rus infection which eventually 
ended his life. He was discharged 
from hospital late in December, 
apparently on the mend. 
On Jan. 4, however, he was 
back in hospital. It was announced 
that the infection had involved his 
lungs and inflamed his pericar­ 
dium, the sac surrounding the 
heart.

Reds Near 
Showdown 


BERLIN (UPI)—A Moscow-Pek- 
big showdown over peaceful coex­ 
istence appeared certain today be­ 
cause of Red China’s blunt rejec­ 
tion of Soviet Premier Nikita S. 
Khrushchev's call for a truce. 
Communist sources at the East 
German Communist party con­ 
gress said Khrushchev can hard­ 
ly sidestep a clash with the Chi­ 
nese over a policy of war or 
peace with the West. 
Khrushchev was not expected to 
reply directly at the congress. To- 
day s listed speaker was Erich 
Honaker, a member of the East 
German politburo and secretary of 
the ruling Central Committee 
Khrushchev took time out from 
the congress again today to visit 
a big iron and steel plant in Ei- 
senhuettenstadt with East German 
Communist leader Walter Ulbricht. 
Friday the Soviet Premier visited 
an East Berlin electronics factory. 
Honecker's speech dealt with or­ 
ganization of the East German 
party and the new party rules. 
The six-day congress, which has 
attracted high leaders from all 
the Communist states except Al­ 
bania. is scheduled to end Monday 
with a final speech by Ulbricht. 
No meeting is scheduled for Sun 
day. 
Communist sources said a show ­ 
down appeared to have become 
inevitable after Red Chinese dele­ 
gate Wu Hsiu-chuan, in a violent 
speech Friday, publicly defied 
Khrushchev by rejecting his ap-

Glue Sniffing Fad 
Southampton 


Four cases of glue sniffing have 
beal reported to the Upper South­ 
ampton Township Police already 
this year, according to Chief 
Charles W. Gray. 
Only three cases were reported 
during all of 1962. 
Gray and Sergeant Frank Fra- 
setto wore called away from the 
Southampton Civil Defense Radi­ 
ological Monitoring class Wednes­ 
day night by tile latest in a series 
of such repots. 
"Glue sniffing is getting to be 
a big problem in the township," 
Gray said. "It definitely can be 
harmful, and it can be habit form­ 
ing." 
Parents Net Aware 
Gray added that tile problem of 
glue sniffing kl something so new 
that "I do not think parents real­ 
ise what it is. 
In excessive 
Levittowner 
Is Sentenced 


A Levittown man was sentenc­ 
ed from three to 18 months in 
Bucks County prison for burg­ 
larizing the home of his 16-year- 
old girl friend during the early 
morning hours of last April 7. 
The man, Kenneth Michael, ad­ 
mitted entering the home about 
4:25 a.m., according to Middle­ 
town Township Police.

HARRISBURG 'UPI' - Gov. 
William W. Scranton’s office Fri­ 
day imposed new restrictions on 
newsmen seeking to visit the 
gubernatorial suite in the Capitol. 
Press Secretary Jack E. Coomy 
and William G. Murphy, Scran­ 
ton’s secretary, announced that 
newsmen seeking admittance to 
the office would first have to 
telephone for an appointment and 
would have to be cleared by the 
office receptionist in an outer 
office. 
The announcement came only 
three days after Scranton took 
office and followed by IO days a 
pledge by two of his aides that 
his office would maintain the 
news policies of the former ad­ 
ministration. 
Former Gov. George M. Leader 
restricted access to his office im­ 
mediately after he toook office in 
1955, but rescinded the ban after 
one day. At no other time in the 
memory of veteran Capitol ob­ 
servers have newsmen been re­ 
quired to get preliminary clear­ 
ance to enter the office. 


amounts, it can make a youngster 
very sick. 
"It can make a person perma­ 
nently sick," he added. 
Recently, a Southampton boy 
had to be taken to the doctor’s 
for treatment as a result of over­ 
indulgence in the smell of the 
banana-scented product, and he 
told of others who were buying 
the same large quantities of glue. 
"There is no crime in doing 
this," Gray said, "and that makes 
it more difficult to handle. Of 
course, a youngster who does this 
doesn’t need to be charged, he 
probably needs some psychiatric 
help. 
Courts Can’t Act 
"We have taken boys to the 
juvenile courts, but all they can 
do is talk to them. It’s not against 
the law. We did bring one boy 
up recently on another charge, 
and mentioned the glue sniffing 
as well. The courts could not do 
a thing." 
"I have been to the Federal 
Narcotics Bureau to see if they 
can offer any help," the chief add­ 
ed, "but they do n a have any­ 
thing to add that we don’t already 
have.” 
Gray said that few seemed to 
take him seriously when he men­ 
tioned the problem to townspeople. 
He said there were many stores 
in the area where youngsters 
could get the glue. Most young­ 
sters work on airplane models 
and use the banana-scented glue 
on them. 
Large Sales Told 
In several places, large sales of 
glue have been noticed by clerks 
in stores, and the chief has tried 
to warn parents of the youngsters 
who bought it, about the possible 
dangers from the glue. 
"The kids admit it themselves," 
Gray said, "it is n a hard to 
smell. Like liquor, sane people 
like it, and others can’t do any­ 
thing about it once they start us­ 
ing it too much." 
Hie chief said the physical ef­ 
fects from excessive glue sniff­ 
ing are similar to those of alcohol­ 
ism, brain damage and liver dam­ 
age. "It can become habit form­ 
ing," he explained. 
Hard To Handle 
"I don’t quite know how to han­ 
dle this problem,” Gray said, "it 
is going to have to be left to the 
control of the parents and the 
boys themselves." 
Sergeant Herbert Anderson, ju­ 
venile officer for the Upper South­ 
ampton Police Department, has 
done most of the follow up on 
the cases reported so far to the 
department. 
The glue used is inexpensive, it 
can be bought at any toy or hard­ 
ware store, most supermarkets 
and large drugstores, as well as 
at hobby shops. 
Seeks Support 
Anderson 
asked for 
support 
from the townspeople in alerting 
parents and boys to the dangers 
from the glue. The large number 
of cases reported to the police 
since the first of the year, already 
one more than in all of 1962, in­ 
dicates a growing awareness of 
the problem, police said. 
Gray said the same problems 
can sometimes arise from gaso­ 
line sniffing, although there the 
habit is n a as habit forming, he 
added.

Dr. Norman Loux, psychiatrist 
and medical director at the Penn 
Foundation for Mental Health in 
Sellersville, testified that there 
was no rational explanation for 
the crime. Dr. Loux examined 
Clarkson after he had given a 
statement to the police on July 3. 
He described Clarkson as co­ 
operative and said he had ah 
above normal I.Q. to some fields 
and was below average to other 
fields. "Consequently there was 
a good deal of conflict present," 
he said. 
He said the crime was an im­ 
pulsive action, committted while 
Clarkson was in an uncontrolable 
rage, He said there was no evi­ 
dence of sexual preoccupation or 
intent. 


He said Clarkson didn’t seem 
to realize the magnitude of the 
crime he had committed, and that 
he didn’t react to the situation as 
a normal boy of 12 would. "His 
pattern a thinking was charact­ 
eristic of younger children," Dr. 
Loux said. 
Clarkson's father, Charles, 47, 
said that prior to the crime the 
boy was physically and mentally 
immature in comparison to his 
10-year-old daughter. "He had n a 
developed a sense a humor,’” he 
id. "He was attempting to art 
big, like a man. 
However, Mr. Clarkson said 
that there was "a marked change 
in his conduct,

Was Hit By Car 
It was also testified that Clark­ 
son was hit by an automobile four 
years prior to the crime, that he 
sufferers from nose bleeds and 
has headaches. 
Judge Monroe will make a dis­ 
position after the notes of testi­ 
mony from the five hour hearing 
are transcribed.
